Paris, May 22.— France paid a ter­ 
rible toll for her magnificent endeavor 
to attain supremacy of the air when a 
monoplant', the driver of which had 
lost control, plunged into a group of 
members of 
the 
cabinet 
who had 
gathered to witness the start of the 
race from Paris to Madrid, killing the 
minister 
of 
war 
and 
Injuring the 
prime minister, his son and a well 
known sportsman. 
Henri Maurice Berteaux, minister of 
war, was almost instantly kill* d. 
The injured are: Antoine Emmanuel 
Ernest Mon is, premier and minister of 
the interior; Antoine Monis, son of 
the premier; 
Henri Deutsch de la 
Mourthe, the aged patron of aero­ 
nautics, 
automobiling 
and 
other 
sports. 
A large number of other persons of 
note had narrow escapes from injury. 
The accident occurred on the avia­ 
tion field at Issv Des Mollneux, where 
200,000 persons had gathered to see 
the start of th*' race. 
M. Train was piloting the mono­ 
plane that wrought such havoc. With 
him in the car was M Bonnier, a pas- j 
senger. 
Neither of these men was in­ 
jured 
The machine was wrecked. 


Berteaux H o rrib ly Mangled. 


Minister of War Berteaux was hor­ 
ribly mangled. 
The swiftly revolv­ 
ing propeller cut off cleanly his left 
arm, which was found ten feet away 
from the sjw© where he was struck; 
the back of his head was crushed in, 
his throat gashed and the whole of his 
left side cut and lacerated 
Premier Monis was buried beneath 
the wreckage of the monoplane. 
He 
was taken out as quickly as possible 
and examined by military surgeons, , 
who found that ho bad sustained com- , 
pound fractures of two hones in the 
right leg, that his nose was broken, 
his face badly contused, and 
that 
there were bruises on the breast and 
abdomen. 
M D* utsch and M Monis were not 
seriously hurt. 
Aviator 
Train, 
whose 
monoplane 
caused the accident, had taken his 1 o- 
s it ion at the starting line, levers in 
hand and with M. Bonnier beside him. 
The breeze had been steadily fresh­ 
ening ami the meteorological observer 
In the Eiffel tower telephoned that his 
gauge showed a velocity of close to 
thirty miles an hour. 
Train, however, left the ground. As 
rending swiftly he circled the great 
field, curving around to the starting 
line and then Hying down the course 
at a forty milos an hour gait, the m a­ 
chine rocking in the gusty winds. 


Spectators Become Unruly. 


At this moment it was noticed by 
the commandant of the troops that 
the crowds were breaking the line for­ 
mation on one side of the field and he 
dispatched a troop of cuirassiers to 
get them back in order. 
The cuiras 
Biers galloped across the field, break' 
ing to double lines as they went. 
Train’s monoplane here swooped to­ 
ward the earth under the impulse of 
an air flurry and it appeared as though 
the aviator was about to dash into 
the 
cavalry. 
The 
pilot’s 
attention 
item ed momentarily to have been di­ 
verted from his course and he made 
a quick turn to the left, toward where 
the party of officials were standing. 
Then he lost control of the craft alto­ 
gether and it dashed violently into the 
ministerial group. 
The impact knocked M. Berteaux 
ten feet away, where he lay in a pool 
of blood, mangled, while under the 
wreckage of the monoplane lay Pre­ 
mier Monis, his son and M. Deutsch. 
Train and M. Bonnier emerged from 
the wreckage uninjured. 
A scene of frightful confusion fol­ 
lowed the fall of the monoplane. From 
all parts of the aviation field arose 
cries of alarm and dismay and tens of 
thousands of persons broke through 
the lines and moved toward the scene 
of the accident. 
The cavalry, how­ 
ever, by repeated charges managed to 
clear the field and the Injured men 
were given first aid to the injured 
treatm ent by 
field 
surgeons. 
From 
the first it was seen that M. Berteaux 
was fatally hurt and that M. Monis 
was seriously injured.

Field Division of Land Office Prepares 


Report. 


Seattle, May 22.—Final report has 
been made by the field division of the 
general land office on 700 of the 1,100 
Alaska coal claims. 
The report has not been made pub­ 
lic, but so far as known none of the 
claims has been found valid. 
In the 
Tanana field all these locations have 
been canceled because no application 
for patent was made. In the Cape his- 
burne field, where a bluff of coal over­ 
hangs the shore of the Arctic ocean, 
all hut two of the locations have been 
canceled. 
The remaining 400 entries now are 
under investigation. This condition of 
affairs, land officials say, is sufficient 
reply to the charge that the govern­ 
ment is delaying the opening of the 
Alaska coal claims.

Madison, Wis., May 22.—It has de­ 
veloped that the governor and a few 
close friends In the progressive ranks 
will take personal charge of the com­ 
ing reapimrtionment of the *tate and 
the plans already Informally consid- 
erad include the lopping off of about 
one county from the Eleventh district, 
in which Superior is located, with 
Congressman Lenroot as the repre­ 
sentative.

Blatek, with five men who were 
stealing a ride, rolled down the em ­ 
bankment. 
Two strangers were In­ 
stantly killed w hile three others were 
more or less seriously injured

train was quickly made up and Blatek 
was brought to Fargo and placed in 
the Northern Baciflc hospital. 
He is

lieved he can live.

Evidence Shows T h a t There Is a Large i 


Difference Between the Price Paid to 


the Producer and T h a t Paid by the 


Consumer— This Is T ru e of Imported 


Articles Also.

Washington, May 22. — [Special.]— 
During the debate on the tariff law 
two years ago there was much talk 
about the cost of living and more par­ 
ticularly the cost of articles to the con 
sumer compared to the m anufacturers’ 
prices. 
Men blamed the middleman, 
the retailer, the carrier—in fact, every 
person handling goods aud merchan­ 
dise was the cause, according to dif­ 
ferent theories advanced. 
The hearings on the Canadian rt'el- 
proclty agreement occasionally bring 
out facts which show that there Is a 
great difference between the price paid 
to the producer and that paid by the 
consumer. 
Actual farmers showed, for 
instance, that they received a very 
small sum for their products, while 
the consumer paid good prices. 
One man said he sold lettuce and cel­ 
ery at I c e n t s a bunch or head and 
the same retailed at IO and lo cents 
per head or bunch. 
Others told about 
the low prices they received on other 
articles of farm produce and showed 
that high prices were paid by the con 
Burners. 


W h a t Is the Remedy? 
While these facts are known and 
have been known, while they are dis 
cussed and lamented, no one seems to 
have been able to suggest a remedy. 
The truck farmer cannot go to town 
and sell his product*. 
Ile has to sell 
it and ship it where there is a de 
maud, and he must accept the price 
which is offered. 
Not only is this true 
in regard to farm produce, but it is 
the fact In regard to every other a r­ 
ticle sold on a small scale. 
It was during the tariff debate that 
Senator Smoot held up a razor which 
abroad cost TjO cents, upon which tile 
duty was lo or 20 cents and which 
was sold Iii the retail stores at $3. Con 
gressman Gaines showed during the 
same debate that a common handker­ 
chief for which 25 cents was paid cost 
but a few cents even with the duty. 
Such examples were numerous, and we 
will have many of them when the sen­ 
ate begins to debate tin* different tariff 
bills. But what are the consumers go­ 
ing to do about it?
